(Tuer) does not explicity have a serial number associated with the instrumented golf club, but it has a microprocessor and an RF 
transmitter (Fig. 1 , Para. 15). Most if not all microprocessors inherently have serial numbers. The claims require a new search and a 
determination of obviousness if the examiner finds that the golf club does not inherently have a serial number. The Cameron reference is 
drawn towad customizing golf clubs based on the player's measured playing characteristics, so it seems obvious to the examiner to apply 
a serial number to the golf club of this reference to keep the golf clubs apart. All of the references are analogous art as they analyze a 
player's golf swing. 
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
